the house have been 
crowded to suffocation all day. There 
has been great excitement, and the 
city police are on duty to prevent a 
panic. 
At the conclusion of his speech on 
the barley schedule Chairman Wilson 
was carried about the house in tri­ 
umph. 
The vote on the barley sched­ 
ule began at 3:30 but the vote on the 
complete measure w ill not come be­ 
fore six o’clock. 
The final vote will be taken on the 
bill as a whole by yeas and nays. The 
precise order of the proceedings is

revenue bill will be attached to the 
tariff bill, or th at the latter will go 
through the house w ith a good sized 
m ajority.

Mr. JVraguire (clem., tai.) offered an 
amendment of a ve ry radical nature, 
striking out all the provisions of the 
bill relating to taxes on incomes, and 
in lieu thereof provided for a direct 
tax ot §31,311,125 by apportionm ent 
among the states and also for a direct 
tax on land values. 
The amendment was lost, the fol­ 
low ing being the only members who 
voted for it: Johnson (dem., Ohio), 
Maguire (dein., Cal.), W arner (dem., N. 
Y.), Simpson (pop., Kau.) and H arter 
(dem., Ohio). 
The internal revenue bill was then 
agreed to as an amendment to the 
tariff bill by a vote of 175 to 56. 
Great 
cheering and applause greeted the re­ 
sult. 
Mr. Wilson (dem., W. Va.) then 
offered an amendment to increase the 
tariff on barley from 20 per cent to 25 
per cent and on barley m alt from SO 
per cent to 35 per cen t 
Mr. Tracey 
(dem., N. Y.) offered an amendment 
to this amendment, increasing the rate 
on barley from 25 to 35 per cent. 
To this Mr. Payne (rep., N. Y.) offered 
a substitute providing for a duty of 20 
cents a bushel on barley instead of z0 
per cent ad valorem, and on barley 
m alt from 30 per cent ad valorem to 
30 cents a bushet 
Mr. Wilson finally 
moved th at the debate be closed and a 
vote was taken on the last motion, but 
the hour of 5:30 arrived before 
a 
quorum had voted, the house went into 
recess and the barley schedule again 
w ent over. 
The last of the night sessions on the 
tariff bill opened with full galleries 
and a fair attendance of members. The

Mr. McMillan (dem.), of Tennessee, 
asked unanimous consent that the vote 
of the pending amendments and on all 
other amendments which may be of­ 
fered be taken at 4 o’clock in the after­ 
noon, but Mr. Burrows (rep.), of Michi­ 
gan, objected to debate being thus 
limited. 
The first amendment offered was one 
by Mr. Tate of Georgia, to strike out 
sections 21*, 30 and 31 relating to the 
tax on whisky, the increase of the 
bonded period and the manner of col­ 
lecting the tax. 
He was opposed to 
the increase of the tax on whisky. 
Mr. Outhwaithe offered an amend­ 
m ent to the amendm ent to increase 
the tax on whisky from OO cents to 
$1 when in bond one year, §1.10 for 
tw o years and §1.30 for three years, the 
bonded period to cease a t the end of 
th a t time. 
The Outhwaithe substi­ 
tu te was lost. 
The amendment proposed by Mr. 
Dingley was then voted on and was 
carried—81 yeas and 75 nays. 
Tellers 
were asked for, and on this vote the 
amendment was again carried, 105 in 
the affirmative and 80 in the negative. 
This is the first and only amendment 
which the republicans have succeeded 
in incorporating in the bill.

Mr. W hiting (dem., Mich.) offered an 
amendment to the wine schedule of the 
tariff bill proper, fixing the duty on 
still wines at 30 cents per gallon when 
below 14 per cent alcohol and at 50 
cents when above.

Mr. Bynum (dem., Ind.) offered a 
committee amendment deducting from 
the calculated income of farmers and 
stock raisers the “amount expended in 
the purchase of production of such 
produce or production,” which was 
agreed to.

num erous instances in which he had 
been summoned him self to give testi­ 
m ony,he advanced th e theory th a t the 
chemical or medical expert engaged in 
m urder trials should be summoned by 
th e court rath er than the law yers on 
c ith e r side in the case. 
Bx pert Is Supposed to be Partial. 
T he id* a now prevails among crim 
taal law yers th a t the expert belongs 
to th e side which employes him, and 
that his tes imony m ust fit into their 
th eo ry 
of 
prose ution or defense 
T h e piper, however, showed the folly 
c f pursuing such a course in the m at 
te r of expert testimony, and the w riter 
citied an instance in which the analy­ 
sis of a m an’s stomach showed the 
presence of both zinc and arsenic 
The zinc was undoubtedly injected in ­

mony serves to befog the jury and 
c fte n leads to disagreem ent where no 
reasonable doubt would exist other­ 
wise. 
The proposition th a t the ex­ 
p e rt in trials involving the death sen­ 
tence should be summoned by the 
co u rt and be answerable only to him, 
as the court 
stenographer is one 
w hich deserves thoughtful consider­ 
ation. 
A reliable chemist, brought

D iscovery o f a B om b In a T res T hai 
N early W recked a Mill. 
Mr. Ia J. Navra, secretary of the W. 
J. Athens lumber company at Strador, 
La., arrived in New Orleans lately, 
and in conversation with a Pickayune 
reporter related a singular incident 
th at happened at the saw-mill one 
day lately. 
While sawing through a log twenty 
feet in length and thirty inches in 
diameter, the men noticed sparks 
flying from the log. 
These increa ed 
so rapidly that the men determined 
to arrest tho action of the machinery 
and investigate the phenomenon. 
They found that the saw had come 
in contact with a thick piece of iron, 
and so great had been the resistance 
or friction that electricity was pro­ 
duced, yielding the abundance of 
sparks. 
They immediately set about 
removing the iron, when to their as­ 
tonishment they found it to be a 
bombshell th at had become imbedded 
in the log; their surprise was still 
greater when, upon examining the 
shell, they found it to be loaded. 
They removed the powder by pick­ 
ing it out with a pen-knife slowly 
and carefully, for the wor :men were 
sensible of the narrow escape from a 
serious accident had the machinery 
come in contact with the cap of the 
shell, which was intact 
The curious incident 
was wit­ 
nessed by Mr. W. 
J. Athens, presi­ 
dent of the mills; Mr. 
F. W. Bands, 
superintendent, and Mr. Navra. The 
est peculiar circumstance attend- 
ng the discovery was that the shell 
as found in the center of the log, 
nd the closest Investigation failed 
o explain by what possible manner 
t could have entered the log, as 
hey could find no trace of an aper- 
ure. 
The log was of cypress, and 
ad been taken with many others 
rom the bayou, w hither they had 
sn rafted to the mill for tho pur 
ose of being sawed. 
It was covered 
ith the bark peculiar to the cy 
ress, and the shell was so deeply 
bedded in the center of the lower 
nd, and the wood had grown so 
mpletely about it that no one 
ould have ever dreamed that it 
arbored such a dangerous missile as 
loaded shell 
The town of Strader is situated 
out forty milos from New Orleans, 
the Illinois Central railroad, and 
e news flew fast over the Com­ 
unity and attracted many visitors 
the mills. 
There were many con- 
ctures as to how the shell found a 
me in the log, but the most plaus- 
lo theory advanced was that the 
press tree in which 
it lodged 
od near some Southern 
battle 
ound during the late civil war, 
d in one of the many fierce engage- 
nts of that sad era it was thrown 
one of the contending armies, 
d, missing its aim. lodged in tho 
e. 
jarly thirty years have passed 
r since then, and naturally the 
increasing la dunamtanw, grad- 
* 


uauy mused entirely over coe aper­ 
ture caused by the entrance of the 
ball, while the bark grew in thick­ 
ness from year to year till not a tree 
remained to tell the story of carnage. 
And now, after being in the heart of 
the old cypress so many years, it has 
come to light in the busy saw-mill— 
a type of the new and progressive 
South—and told again the war story 
of the old South, a story th at resem­ 
bles the history of the shell in this, 
th at a9 it lay buried in the heart of 
the ancient cypress, so, too, that era 
lies forever buried in the hearts of 
the people. 
None of the gentlemen could ac­ 
count. however, Mr. Navra said, for 
the shell being loaded, 
and consid­ 
ered it one of those strange phe­ 
nomena that have attended tho his­ 
tory of some of the old forts, notably 
the ancient Ft. McComb, in which a 
gentleman recently lost hi9 life by 
the explosion of an old bomb th at 
every one thought had laid there so 
long that it might be touched with 
impunity. 
In the case of the shell 
at Strader, however, 
Mr. 
Navra 
says that it was, indeed, a fortunate 
dispensation that the saw first struck 
it on the side about one inch from 
the outer edge, without coming in 
contact with the cap, as there would 
undoubtedly have been several of the 
workmen injured and perhaps a loss 
of life. 
He intends sending th© shell 
to the city as a curiosity.
